Tonight  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (15-10-2,  32  pts.,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  welcome  the  West  Kelowna  Warriors  (15-11-0-1, 
31  pts.,  4th  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  last  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Wenatchee  holds  a  7-6-2  record  against  the  Warriors  all-time,  and  are  4-2-1  at  home.  The  Wild  won  last 
night,  shaking  off  an  early  3-1  deficit  to  win  6-3.  Wenatchee  has  moved  into  third  place,  one  point  ahead  of  the  Warriors, 
and  tonight  is  the  last  time  these  teams  will  see  each  other  in  the  regular  season.

Brandon  Koch  leads 
the  defensemen  with  20  points  (3g,  17a).  West  Kelowna  is  powered  by  Willie  Reim  (13g,  19a)  and  Mike  Hardman  (18g, 
13a),  with  Wyatt  Head  (3g,  20a)  anchoring  the  blue  line.
